TEOt TBAY FACTORY. 


The Warren and Dnrfee Manufac- 


turing company was established in 
1882, for the purpose of supplying 
the trade with a cheap and simple 
wooden batter tray. 


The factory proper is a frame build- 


ing with a brick basement 40 by 100 
feet IB dimensions, and is located on 
the corner of Franklin and Priest 
streets, near the Central railway 
track. It has a capacity of manu- 
facturing 100,000 trays daily, and 
when ran with a fall force, gives em- 
ployment to thirty operatives. The 
machinery is propelled by a ten 
hone-powerlengine, the T boiler and 
engine room being detached from 
the main building. 


The wood used for manufacturing 


the goods is sweet gam, and is 
shipped from the southern part of 
the state, where it grows along the 
banks of the Ohio river. The tim- 
ber, preparatory for use, is sawed in- 
to blocks fifty inches in lenrth and 
placed in a steam vat where the 
blocks are thoroughly steamed. They 
are then arranged in the lathe of the 
veneering machine, where thin flakes 
are peeled from the entire length of 
the block by a rotary motion coming 
in contact with knives arranged for 
the purpose. This machine also cuts 
the flakes into strips from f oar to six 
inches in width. They then resem- 
ble long strips of oak-tannad leather 
and are ready to pass through the 
form-cutting machine, where they 
are cat into the desired shape and 
size. The patterns are then con- 
veyed to the riveting machincs.where 
the final process of their construction 
is completed. The trays are then 
placed in crates and loaded on trucks, 
when they are ran into the drying 
room. After drying they are stowed 
in the warehouse ready for shipment. 


This institution has also a basket 


factory connected with it. which is 
capable of turning out about on« 
hundred bushel baskets per day. 
The Lrodnct is shipoed to all the 
principal cities of the United States

Owing to the entire absence of coral 


reef, the surf at all times breaks on 
tlieae shores with prodi5ious< violence. 
But in stormy weather this i3 of course 
increased teufold, aud the great greau 
billows come rushing in with over- 
whelming force. These are the delight 
of the surf-riders. 
Each carries a surf- 


board, which is simply a wooden plank, 
and raiment is of course almost niL 
Plunging beneath the lirst wave, l.hey 
rise beyond it. anil swim out to sea un- 
til they meet another, in each case 
diving just at tin; right moment to al- 
low the billow to pass over them. Jf 
they jniscak'tilalu liy one second, the 
surf catches them and dashes thorn 
shoreward, when they need to he good 
swimmers to ost-npi' being batteml on 
the rock?. 
But long practice makes 


perfect, and many of the surf-riders 
dive safely 
beneath 
each 
succes- 


sive wave till they reach the 
com- 


paratively smooth water beyond tho 
swell. 
Then laying tlu'insiOvs Hat on 


their board they jin-pare fur their cx- 
cing ride. 
Their first can' is to sectiro 


a winning sea-horse. They calculate 
that every third wave is larger than 
the rest and ni-hes higliiTo.u the beach, 
so their aim is to mount tho biggest 
billow, which carries them shoreward 
at almost ligtning .speed. 


The ride lias all the cxi-itement of a 


race; for should the rider fail to keep 
his plank at exactly the right angle on 
the crest of the preen billow, he will 
be overtaken by the breaking surf of 
tho wace which follows, and to avoid 
this must again dive beneath it and 
iswim out to sea to make a fresh start. 
Should he fail to select the 
right 


wave as his courser, and find liimselj 
on one of the lesser waves, the result 
is 
the 
same, 
as 
it 
will 
break 


ere he reaches the shore, and he must 
again do battle with the pitiless surf and 
swim for his life. 
But the man whose 


skill and luck are alike good has a 
wildly exhilarating 
race. 
He, lies 


poised on the rushing wave, apparently 
in perfect security, with the tumultuous 
waters and iho dashing surf raging on 
every side. 
If he can direct his course 


toward the sandy beach, the wave wili 
carry him right on to it: but there is 
always danger of being swept on to 
the cmel black rocks, where the ablest 
steerer finds it hard to discern tho nar- 
row passages through which the seeth- 
ing waters rush so madly, and often 
he is compelled to abandon his trusty 
aiirf-board, and again turning seaward; 
plunge beneath the wave and make his 
way to somo point where he can swim 
ashore in safety. 
His surf-board is 


probably reduced to splinters in a few 
seconds—a loss which is as serious as 
that of a favorite bat to a cricketer. 


The boards most in favor are made 


from the wood of the viri-viri, which is 
very light. 
It grows in the mountains, 


and is much used for making fences, as 
it is a kindly shrub. 
You have but to 


stick one ofits branches in the earth, 
and it takes root and is soon covered 
with a blaze of scarlet blov-oms. 
A 


good surf-board is about an inch and a 
half in thickness, about eight feet long, 
and should be slightly hollowed down 
the center and roumVd at one end. 
It 


is stained black, freijiientl,- rubbed with 
cocoanut oil. and preserved with the 
greatest care, being wrapt up in cloth 
and hung up in some safe corner of the 
house. It is called ]i:tya he naln— 
which means wave-sliding board —and 
is so named from the papa, or sledge, 
formerly used in a game called horua, 
which exactly answered to the tobog- 
gan of the Canadians.—Chicago Inte- 
rior.
